Ge On 19 May heavy rains near Leyuan (119-33, 26-27) caused flocds which 
covered appreximately 12,100 mou. 


de Since mid-May the daily rainfall in the interior of Fukien has averaged 
over 60 mm. 


@>o In the Yongeh%un (118-1 5, 25-16) area, rainfall reached a daily high of 
232 Mile 


f£. In the 10 districts of Puch! eng (118-29, 28-01), floods destreyed 8 
bridges, 32 stene and earth embankments, and Olt houses.

Hanp'ing on 25 Mayo 


he On 26 May at 2: 00 am the Min River overflowed its banks at Foechow. 7 On 
27 May the waters receded, but at midnight en 28 May began to rige again. 
They had not subsided “appreciably by 30 Mayo oo. . 
i.e At Ningte (119=33,° 26239) over’ 1,800 mou of farmland were flooded. Tattien 
(Li7-hh, 25h), Tehua (118-08, 26-27) and Yuch'i (118-06, 26-13) each had
